The cause of 
Christian educatio 
has lost a friend 
of long standing in 
the death of Dr. 
Owen C. Browm ao 
Thursday, January 
SOth. He was 75 
years old at the 
time of his death. 

Dr. Brown came 
to Philadelphia in 
1917 as editor of 
adult publications. In 1924 he became 
editor--in--chief of the Publication 
Society and in 1928, upon the death of 
Dr. William Chalmers, he was asked to 
administer the affairs of the Christian 
Education Department as well. In 1933 
Dr. Brown was appointed to serve as the 
executive secretary of he American Bap- 
tist Publication, a position he held 
until his retirement in 1938, 

Dr. Brown will be remembered by 
his many friends throughout the denom- 
ination for his friendly spirit and 
genial good nature. Wherever he went 
he radiated good cheer. He was a de- 
Yoted disciple of Jesus Christ and he 
always stood for what was best in the 
teaching ministry of the church.

mere During the summer the internes 
should be building their itineraries for 
the fall. In the fall they will start 
out upon a series of Youth Evangelism 
meetings, spending approximately a week 
in each church and in some instances 
working with groups of churches. Their 
primary job will be to create a concern 
on the part of the young people for the 
unreached youth of their cormunity, to 
teach them methods and techniques where- 
by they might win their friends, and de-= 
monstrate while there, through a clini- 
cal approach, that young people can best 
win young people for Christ.

PURPOSES ACCOMPLISHED 


The Coaching Conferences were set up 
with certain purposes in mind. Such as 
those listed below were believed to be 
accomplished, 


1. To coach four representatives froma 

' church in order that they might effi- 
ciently teach the four Basic Baptist 
Courses in A Training School for 
Christians to be held in their church, 

2. To coach a Dean for each school. 

3. To aid each church to set up or 
strengthen its "working plan" for 
the training of local leadership. 

4. To strengthen the fellowship of 
Christians in the churches of the 
association, 

5. To help associational officers in the 
promotion of Christian Education.

The wise church is not satisfied 
with even a four or six weeks vacation 
church school program. 


A diagram of this summer vacation season 
in your community may help. Begin with 
the first vacation week and end with 
the last week. 


Let us imagine a vacation of ten weeks. 
Build a church calendar. The family 
will consult this calendar as their pro- 
gram is planned.

The remaining eight weeks may be out- 
lined as on the diagram. 


The first period, bee, is suggested as 
one term of a vacation church school. 


The second period,e-f,may follow one of 
several patterns. It is advisable, how- 
ever, as an outreach from the vacation 
church school to follow with day camps. 
These may be held daily, or as family 
and church committee may desire. For 
help at this point, consult the Depart- 
ment of Camps and Assemblies. 


The third period of two weeks may be a 
selective period: (1) continue day camp 
period; (2) hold second period of vaca- 
tion church school; or (3) provide for 
pupils to attend established camps. 


The final two week period may repeat 
any of the plans used previously, or 
may plan for special Craft and Hobby 
Club programs. 
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Such clubs may become a partof any per-= 
iod of the summer program. Especially 
is this true where a morning session 
only is heldin a vacation church school 
program. 


This diagram seems to present only a 
planned service to the church constitu- 
encye Any such understanding must be 
avoided. It is desired that family, 
community and all agencies interested 
in developing Christian citizenship may 
plan and work together in closest har- 
mony e
